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SOCIAL WELFARE 
a) Hospitals 

A hospital has been built in the Southwestern part of 


Glina (DK 395256), especially for the treatment of kidney diseases, on 
account of the therapeutic properties the village's waters have. 

The a^ove hospital is composed of a group of three buildings forming 
almost a triangle.

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There is a one-storey building (about 15 meters long , about 12—13 
meters wide, and about 7 meters high) housing the sick, at the Sourthern 



At about 15 meters to the Northeast of* the above building, is another 
one— storey building (about 7 meters long, about 5 meters wide, and 


about 7 meters high) in which the women are housed. 

Another one-storey building (about 8 meters long, about 4 meters wide, 
and about 4 meters high) is at about 30 meters to the Northwest of the 
above building. This is divided into rooms 

which are used as kitchen, as drug store-room, and as 
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sleeping quarters of the personnel of the hospital. 

Sick persons from all over Albania, even from the Soviet Union, come 
to this hospital. 

During the winter season, the hospital has the following personnels 
1 male Nurse, named Stavro (f.u.) KOLOS, from Koshovice. 

1 B a ker, named Jani K0K0S, from Gjinokaster. 

1 Cleaner, (f.n.u.)-(f.u.)-(l.n.u.), from Shkoder. 

1 Guard, armed with a weapon, named Jorgo (f.u.) G0NG0S, from S 0 ^ir. 

The personnel of the hospital increases during the summer season, due 
to the many sick persons who come there. 

A doctor, a cook, and 2-3 maids, are assigned during the winter season, 
in addition to the afore-mentioned personnel.
